De Valera In Open Session of Dull 
Elreann Says Treaty Is "Political 
Pence"- Ratification Is Delayed. 

Dublin, Dec. 19. — The Anglo-Irish 
treaty was denounced as a "politi- 
cian's pence" by President Bamoun 
De Valera and his supporters at the 
open session of the Dail Eireann to- 
day. 

After a bitter session, at which 
there was denunciation by both side:-, 
the Dail recessed until 3:30 p. in., 
when the debato will bo resumed 

De Valera, apparently a loser in his 
fight against the treaty, wore I seri- 
ous look as he entered the Council 
hall today amid acclamation from tho 
crowd which had gathered. 

Then came Arthur Griffith and 
Michael Collins. They, the supposed 
victors, doffed their hats In response 
to the applause. 

Immediately after the roll call De 
Valera announced he would submit 
aftornatlve proposals to the treaty 

Griffith then moved tho treaty hi' 
ratified. 

"We have made this bargain, 
brought It hack and now we will stand 
by It," he said. 

A fiery debate followed as to 
whether documents Introduced at tho 
Becret session should be made public. 

De Valera objected to their Intro- 
duction, holding all matters of the 
secret debate should remain secret. 

Collins Insistently demanded every- 
thing be made public. 

The documents were believed to 
contain the alternative proposals of 
De Valera,

The following statement la Issued 
by Colector of Internal Revenue Rob- 
ert H. Lucas, district of Kentucky. 

Merchants, manufacturers and 
business men generally need experi- 
ence no difficulty In taking their In 
vnntorles for the year 1921 to conforn. 
with the new revenue act. The lan- 
Kuage of the Revenue Act of 1918 and 
the Revenue Act of |ML (Sec. 203), 
relating to Inventories are Identical: 

"Ttat whenever In the opinion of 
the Commissioner the use of Inven- 
tories Is necessary In order clearly tn 
determine the income of any taxpay- 
er, inventories shall be taken by such 
taxpayer upon such basis as the Com- 
missioner, with the approval of the 
Secretary, my prescribe as conform- 
ing as nearly aa may be to the best 
accounting practice In the trade cr 
business and as most clearly reflect - 
Inn the Income.' 

Present Treasury regulations pro- 
vide thst Inventories must be value! 
at either ■cost' or 'cost or marker, 
whichever Is lower.' Taxpayers were 
perr Itted, regardless of their part 
practice, to aoopt the 'cost or marki 
basis, whichever is lower' In takli t 
tlielr Inventories for 1920. Thereafter, 
the regulations provide, changes can 
be made only after permission Is ol- 
talnod from the Commissioner of [h- 
trenal Revenue. 

In the case of a merchant 'cost 
means the Invoice price less trade ct 
other discounts, excepting strictly 
cash discounts approximatelng a fair 
rate cf Interest, which may be de- 
ducted or uot at the option of the tax- 
pa>er, providing a consistent course 
is followed. To the net invoice price 
should be sdded the cost of transport- [ 
ation and other necessary charged in- 
curred In acquiring possession bf th- 
goods. 

"In the case of a manufacturer 
'cost' means the cost of raw material I 
and supplies .expenditures for labo. 
nml indirect costs incident to produc- 
tion. Including a reasonable propor- 
tion of management expenses, but not 
Including any cost of selling or se- 
curing return on capital. 

"Market' means the current bid 
price prevailing at the date of the in 
ventory for the particular merchai: 
disc. The burden o fproof as to th 
correctness of the price rests upoi 
the taxpayer in each case. Where ni 
open market quotations are available 
the taxpayer must use such evidenr. 
of a fair market price at the date: 
nearest the inventory as may be avi!- 
able .such as specific transaction* or 
compensation pal dfor cancellation Of 
contrary or purchase commitments 
Where, because of abnormal condi- 
tions the taxpayer has regularly soli 
merchandise at prices lower than the 
market bid price, the inventory may ; 
be valued at such prices. The recceet- 
ness of such prices will be determined 
by reference to the actual sales of the 
taxpayer for a reasonahle period be- j 
fore and nfter the date of Inventory. 
Prices which vary materially fror.i 
the actual prices so ascertained will | 
not be accepted as reflecting the mra- 

kit 

"The value of each item in the in- 
ventory may be measured by cost or 
market, whichever is lower. An en- 
tin stock may not be inventoried at 
cost and also at market price, and 
the lower o fthe two inventories used. 
Inventories on whatever basis taken | 
will be subject to Inyesttgat'on hy the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
and the taxpayer must satisfy the '

You see, kikddies, no one 
thought about this conference frou, 
tho standpoint of Improving buslne.-h 
conditions, but it certainly Is havim. 
hat effect. We think our taxes are 
high. Perhaps they are, but the for- 
eign countries have bee burled under 
taxes, and this has not only brought 
a lack of confidence In business, but 
has pressed the peqple down to such 
an extent that they have felt that 
normal conditions were things of tho 
past. Everywhere, now, run-down 
railroads, buildings, ships and factor- 
ies are receiving attention. The min- 
ute the news flashed around the world 
that tho powers In Washington had 
agreed to cut down navies people put 
on broad smiles and took hope, and 
CONFIDENCE returned, for they 
could see on the horizon tbe dawn of 
a day of lower taxes, more attention 
to the business of peace, and more 
money spent on the necessities or 
commerce. 

"No less a man than Gov. W. P. G. 
Harding, of the Federal Reserve 
Board said In a recent speech in 
Washington that the work of the arms 
conference had already stabilized fln- 
mce. He said: The notable advance 
in sterling exchange which began 
with the assembling of the confeernce 
is not a mere coincidence. " 

"Freddie and Ruth say that they 
iiave signed a treaty, too," said Jack.

American delegation, acting under the 
direction of the President of the Unit- 
ed States," this nation grew more than 
it had ever grown in any 25 years of 
its history. It reached a level no one 
living could have believed he would 
see It reach. 

"In my judgment the conference can 
not fail now. No nation would dare to 
throw herself athwart tho open way 
of so great a cause for humanity. Al- 
ready all the nations have shown 
most favorable attitude toward th 
magnanimous proposal of our country 
on behalf of lifting the war burdens 
These burdens for Army and Navy In 
appropriations in 1916 were about 
$250,000,000. In the present fiscal 
year they are about $747,000,000. Our 
problem is to save at least $400,000,- 
000 on these items alone, a tangible 
result of the conference if it succeeds, 
as it will succeed." h
